How to Make Hair Tonic. 

Take a small quantity of rosemary, 
strip the leaves from the stalks and 
place them in a jar with nearly half a 
pint of cold water. Place the jar near 
the fire and let the contents simmer 
gently for an honr or two without set¬ 
tling or burning.

How to Broil Herring. 

Lay them in a dish of ice cold water 
for a few minutes, then put them on a 
broiler over the coals or under a gas 
flame. Broil, them on both sides quickly 
and two or three times while cooking 
lift carefully and dip in the cold water.

How to Candy Nnti. 

Boil over a hot fire one cup of granu¬ 
lated sugar, one-eighth of a teaspoonful 
of cream of tartar and three-fourths of 
a cup of water. Do not stir after boil¬ 
ing has set in, hut remove when a faint 
tint of yellow appears in the sirup.

BLACKBERRY ROOT CtJTTINGS. 

Ihersays that roots of common varieties 
like Snyder and Prolific can be cut into 
one and one-half to two inch pieces in 
a common lever handle cutting box, 
while varieties of which it is wished to 
out every root to best advantage are 
best out with a sharp budding knife or 
jackknife. 

The pieces of root after being thus 
prepared are placed in shallow boxes 
(soap boxes which can be purchased at 
the grocery store are as convenient as 
any), in alternate layers of roots and 
sharp sand, taking care that the sand 
is not too moist, nor so dry as to causa 
the roots to dry ont. The greatest dan¬ 
ger is in getting the sand too moist, 
causing the ends of the roots to decay 
instead of forming a callus. The cellar 
in which the boxes are stored should of 
course be free from frost. About the 
middle of the winter it isagood plan to 
examine the roots in the-boxes to see 
that they are in good condition.

House Plants For Bony People. 

Busy flower lovers will find the fol¬ 
lowing short list from Meehan’s Month¬ 
ly valuable as representing plants that 
are easily cared for; no house plant can 
be considered a lazy man’s plant; all 
should have some daily attention, but 
those mentioned bear up well under ad¬ 
verse circumstances. .Rubber plant, both 
variegated and green; dracaena, varie¬ 
gated and green; Oypripedium insigne, 
a satisfactory species of lady’s slipper 
orchid, the flowers of which last from 
four to six and eight weeks; Chinese 
primulas; begonias, umbrella plant, or 
cyperns, in several kinds; geraniums; 
peperoiaia, ardisia, cyclamen, Ophi- 
opogan japonica, Pandanus utilis. Lim¬ 
iting the number to sufficient for plac¬ 
ing around in rooms in honses of aver¬ 
age size the suggestions are sufficient 
with the addition of the interesting 
Dutch bulbs, such as hyacinths, nar¬ 
cissuses, eto. Palms, of course, are indis¬ 
pensable, though somewhat burdensome 
to clean when attacked by scale.

Protecting Fruit Trees From Mice. 

Field mice sometimes do great injury 
to young fruit trees in winter. Thej’ 
seldom gnaw the thick bark of older 
trees, but cases are on record in which 
a young orchard has been entirely de¬ 
stroyed when planted near a meadow or 
level field frequented by these little 
marauders. Coarse wrapping paper or a 
few layers of newspaper dipped in kero- 
Bene and tied about the base of a tree, 
also a few pieces laid over the nearest 
roots, will repel (he mice, and at the 
same time prevent the ravages of boring 
beetles. Field mice, like their cousins, 
the house mice, are easily trapped, says 
Grange Judd Farmer. 


One Estimate of tire Relative Value 
•of the Seed Crop. 

The pronounced failure of the clover 
seed crop (a source of income or ready 
cash crop for the grower) and the con¬ 
sequent advance in the price of seed 
have furnished a subject for thought to 
a writer in the Ohio Farmer, who 
does not consider the failure by any 
means an unmixed evil, hut advances- 
ideas to the contrary very much as fol¬ 
lows:. 

In the effort to get a crop of seed 
saved many advantages in growing 
clover are lost sight of. In the gather¬ 
ing of the seed crop it is forgotten that 
clover is the greatest land renovator 
thaf we haye. The haulm, it may he 
argued, is returned to the land, but it 
can never he as evenly distributed as 
nature does it. But the most damaging 
feature in the whole matter is that 
many regard the haulm as of no value 
whatever; that the easiest way to get 
rid of it is the hest way. Consequently 
it is burned or given away. Then, 
again, a man is found who argues that 
he would rather have this second growth 
taken off the land than to leave it on, 
as the aftermath that comes on late is 
of more value to plow down than the 
whole second crop, because it decays 
quicker. Incidentally we may say such 
a man argues that the farmers’ insti¬ 
tutes are of no value. 

The conditions of the weather more 
completely control the perfecting of a 
clover seed crop than that of any other 
staple grown on the farm. Directly 
after taking off the hay crop there 
should he abundant rains to force up 
new and numerous shoots from the 
roots. If we do not have this rain and 
the soil is as dry as is desirable when 
the hay is cut, the clover will make a 
poor start and the seed stems he limited 
in number. Late rains may thicken up 
the growth, hut being a continuous 
one, as it is likely to be till frost comes, 
the seed will ripen unevenly, that ripen¬ 
ing first falling to the ground. We have 
in this way a continuous ripening, and 
still at no time a thick stand of ripe 
heads, the crop always looking thin, so 
thin that at no time does the farmer 
feel certain that the crop will pay to 
cut if. This was the condition of the 
crop all over the country the past year, 
as we learn from what information we 
have at hand. The farmer that did not 
cut this uncertain crop is much better 
off hy not doing it. But it will he a 
mistake to expect a crop of clover from 
the same fields next season if the last 
was the second year after sowing the 
seed. The failure will in no way assure 
a crop for next season. The farmer that 
expects a crop of clover the third year 
after sowing is almost certain to he 
disappointed. 

It has come to he considered in these 
close times that a farmer cannot afford 
to plow down a crop of second growth 
clover that will yield a good seed crop. 
Granting this to be true, the question 
arises as to what may he considered a 
profitable crop to cut for seed. When 
nearly every farmer has clover seed, it, 
takes a large yield to give a profit on 
account of the low price and the high 
cost of hulling. Last year a much less 
amount of seed would return the same 
money. But it will certainly not pay to 
cut and handle the straw for one-half 
bushel of seed per acre, as was done in 
some sections. It very often happens 
that from a light growth of straw a 
heavy seed yield may he secured and 
vice versa. The former, if taken off the 
land, is less injurious, while in the lat¬ 
ter case the seed secured will in no 
manner compensate for the, loss to the 
land in removing the straw. It follows, 
then, that these are important points 
to consider when a crop of seed is to be 
taken off the land.

It is reported that the apple crop this 
year is 18,000,000 barrels smaller than 
that of last year and 48,000,000 below 
that of two years ago. 

Spring or fall planting of trees is a 
matter of several considerations, but 
chiefly of climate.. Professor Card of 
Missouri has found that the fall planted 
trees made some root growth in the au¬ 
tumn succeeding planting and in the 
spring before the leaves started. 

The Worcester is a promising yellow 
peach that made its debut at the recent 
American institute show. It is of large 
size and. is claimed to be a perfect free 
atone and of excellent flavor and qual¬ 
ity., It is worth beeping an eye upon. 

Nitrate of soda is sometimes applied 
to house plants when the foliage begins 
to look yellowish. An onnee in a gallon 
of water is a strong enough solution, 
and it should nqt be used oftener than 
every two weeks. 


Principles of Fertilizing. 

“It is found, ” according to Professor 
Gilbert, the English authority, “that 
easily assimilable nitrogenous manures 
have generally a very striking effect in 
increasing <'ie growth of grain crops, 
such as wheat, barley and oats, al¬ 
though these grain crops contain com¬ 
paratively li+tle nitrogen and take hut 
little of it from the. land. The legu¬ 
minous crops, on the other hand, such 
as peas, beans, clover and others, al¬ 
though highly nitrogenized, are hy no 
means characteristically benefited by' 
the use of direct nitrogenous manures, 
such as ammonia salts and nitrates, 
though nitrates act much more favor¬ 
ably than ammonia salts. It appears 
indeed that we may recommend phos¬ 
phates for turnips, potash for legumi¬ 
nous plants and active nitrogen for' 
grain.” 


a great difference of opinion exists. 
One of the latest expressions of ideas on 
the vexed question is that of Mr. L. H. 
Read of Wisconsin in The Orange Judd 
Farmer, where he advises, “Do not ap¬ 
ply manure to frozen ground.” 

Mr. Read says: In the teachings oi 
many of onr farm institute workers 
upon this subject there is much that is 
misleading, to say the least. Many of 
them urge that it is the proper thing to 
apply manure during the winter months 
upon hard frozen ground or even on top 
of several feet of snow; also that it is 
better to apply manure to the surface 
of the land than to plow it under. Both 
propositions are the worst kind of folly. 

The hest parts of manures are the 
most soluble. They will wash away in 
the surface water and be lost before the 
frost is out of the ground and absorp¬ 
tion is possible. Thus the best part of 
. manure applied upon frozen ground is 
sure to he carried away altogether or 
else carried upon lower ground, where 
it is not needed. It is claimed that this 
is nature’s plan, as all dead and "decay¬ 
ing grasses, leaves, etc-., are deposited 
upon the surface; therefore - we should 
apply our manures in the same manner. 
These advocates forget that the moment 
they try to cultivate any plant or even 
turn the sod with spade or plow they 
have abandoned nature’s plans and 
gone a step in advance. Nature’s law 
is the survival of the fittest, but man 
in his strides of progress has improved 
upon nature by selection and cultiva¬ 
tion. Onr wheat, oats, rye and other 
grains were but wild grasses which 
have been bred up to their present con¬ 
dition by the careful labors of the in¬ 
telligent cultivator. So in the applica¬ 
tion of manure we must improve upon 
nature’s plan, for our object should he 
to make our soil as rich as.possible with 
the means at onr command. 

We see hy watching some of nature’s 
works that the richest lands are those 
deep and well filled with decaying vege¬ 
table matter, as, for example, the re¬ 
claimed swamp, which is one mass of 
decayed vegetation. These, when drain¬ 
ed of their surplus water and allowed to 
absorb air and sunshine, become the 
most productive, because they are full cf 
vegetable matter or humus. So in ap¬ 
plying manures we should- aim to fill 
the ground to as great a depth as possi¬ 
ble with vegetable matter. This applies 
not only to stable manures, hut to green 
crops, which we should grow and plow 
under, for Tv so doing we fill the soil 
with the muck needed humus. This 
makes the land light, loamy, capable 
of absorbing much more rain and with¬ 
standing greater drought. 

Another objection to mixing manures 
in the surface layers is that the tend¬ 
ency of" the valuable parts of the ma¬ 
nure is always downward, that every 
rain carries it down and it soon gets 
below the reach of plant roots. This is 
the most foolish kind of nonsense, for 
nearly all cultivated crops send their 
roots down to a depth of from two to 
four feet, even in a stiff clay. The idea 
that all water in the soil is going down¬ 
ward is wrong, for nearly always as 
much water rises through the soil by 
capillary attraction as soaks down from 
above and often even more. 

By keeping onr land cultivated about 
two inches deep we stop the escape of 
much of this water that comes up from 
below and keep the soil moist so that 
the plants can get the food they need. 
Consequently it is always advisable to 
apply manure when there is no frost in 
the ground and to work it into upper 
layers of the soil 


Moll Pitcher's Honors. 

The resolution introduced in the 
house of representatives hy General 
Wheeler for the presentation by the 
president of a medal to Helen Gould is 
a distinction unique in its way. Con¬ 
gress has never thus far rendered any 
such honor to any woman. The nearest 
precedent for this case is that of Cap¬ 
tain Molly, who figures in some of the 
chronicles as “Moll Pitcher.” She ren¬ 
dered gallant service as a soldier in the 
Revolution, firing the last shot from her 
husband’s cannon at Fort Clinton, in 
October, 1777, jnst before its capture 
hy the British, after her husband and 
every other man had evacuated the fort. 
She took her husband’s place at his can¬ 
non after he was killed at Monmouth, 
on June 28, 1778, and fought through¬ 
out the battle. 

For her services Washington made 
her a sergeant, hut the honor accorded 
her did not stop '"here. On Washing¬ 
ton’s recommendation the Continental 
congress put her on the list of half pay 
officers, and her compensation was con¬ 
tinued through her life. —Leslie’s Week¬ 
ly- 


The New Corn Product. 

A large part of the hulk of cornstalks 
and about one-fifth of their weight are 
composed of pith. This is generally con¬ 
sidered to he composed very largely of 
cellulose and to he of very little value 
for feeding. Recently a number of uses 
have been found for thepith. in the arts, 
and a process has been patented and 
factories erected for the separation of 
the pith on a commercial scale. In this 
process the stover is dried, the blades 
and husks are removed, and the stalks 
are ground. The pith, being lighter 
than the rest of the cornstalk, is sepa¬ 
rated from it hy winnowing. The re¬ 
mainder is used for feeding, and has, 
been designated the “new corn prod- ; 
net.” 


Kerosene on Peach and. Apple Trees. 

The Cornell university station thus 
summarizes its study of the effects of 
kerosene spray upon peach and apple 
trees: 

Pure kerosene is likely to seriously 
injure peach trees even when they are 
perfectly dormant. 

A 20 per cent mixture of kerosene 
can probably he safely used on the 
peach at any time, but a stronger mix¬ 
ture cannot always be so applied. 

Apple trees do not appear to he as 
susceptible’ to the action of kerosene 
as peaches. In some instances clear 
kerosene did not harm them. 

There seems to he little, if any, dan¬ 
ger to apple trees from a mixture con¬ 
taining 50 per cent or less of kerosene. 

Very conflicting results are often ob¬ 
tained from the use of kerosene. 

Kerosene is especially likely to cause 
injury if applied on other than a bright, 
sunny day. 

In our experience, a 20 per cent solu¬ 
tion (ona part oil to four parts water) 
is harmless to plants and destructive to 
insects, even to the San Jose scale. 


A Woman’s Queer Garden. 

Mrs. Foy of Brookdale, Chicago, has 
the most wonderful garden menagerie 
—or the smallest farm—in the country. 

Her cottage stands on an ordinary, 
city lot, only 25 hy 125 feet. 

At present her menagerie consists of 

1 horse, 246 chickens, 15 hens, 1 rooster, 

2 rabbits, 1 goat, 1 kid, 25 ducklings, 3 
goslings, 1 dog, 3 turkeys, 1 canary 
bird, 1 cat, 1 kitten, 2 doves and 3 
guinea chicks. 

Of course the barn in which the horse 
is kept is small, and the goat has to be 
lifted in and out of his pen, as it is a 
tight fit for him. 

The rooster, too, being of a roving 
disposition, has to he tied np, and even 
the cat must be tethered to keep her 
from feeding* on the young chicks. 

The dog is kept a prisoner, as he is 
filled with a desire to fight the cat, and 
there is not room in .Mrs Foy’s garden 
for any fights. But a happier, healthier 
collection of fowls and animals cannot 
he found, nor a prettier, cleaner garden. 
—Exchange. 


Open For Discussion. 

The Pennsylvania Federation of 
Woman’s Clubs has taken a very im¬ 
portant step in repealing hy a unani¬ 
mous vote the clause in the constitu¬ 
tion which forbade, the discussion of 
woman suffrage, temperance and other 
reforms. A club may not wish to take 
up every topic, but it should certainly 
leave the way open for such action as 
they may from time to time desire. ' A 
woman’s club that gags itself through 
fear it may some time stand committed 
to something is a stumbling block in 
the way of progress.—Woman’s Trib¬ 
une.

The night temperature should not he 
above 50.
